Receipt of Response 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of the response filed on July 28, 2003. Claims 1-6 and 22-26 
5 remain for examination. In listing presented claims, the Applicant stated "Claims 27-28: 
Canceled" which should have been "Claims 27-38: Canceled". Appropriate correction is 
required in subsequent response. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
10 2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



3. Claims 1-6 and 22-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Harari 
et al. (US 5,887,145). 

Re claims 1 and 22, Harari teaches a PCMCIA form factor device 10 (col. 3, lines 19-23; 
col. 6, lines 63+) comprising an interface 14 to communicate with a storage card 20. The card 
20 assembly 100 can be connected to a host machine/system (see abstract; col. 1, lines 13+). 

Re claims 2, 3, and 23, the storage card contains various chips such as flash EEPROM 
memory (col 7, lines 24-+). 
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Re claims 4, 5, and 24, the storage card 20 further contains identifying data readable from 
the mother card or the host, which in turn can be used in guiding the host to use a particular 
device protocols or software (col. 5, lines 38+). 

Re claims 6, 25, and 26, the daughter card 30 stores an assignable identity code and a 
5 secret key (private key in RSA public-key data encoding scheme) (col. 13, lines 64+). Only 
when the private-public keys are matched, the information can be decrypted and read. 



Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on July 28, 2003 have been fully considered, but they are not 
10 persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the Harari patent does not teach or suggest claimed invention since 
in the Harari patent, it is a daughter card 20, not a mother card 10 which contains flash memory 
(see Page 5, lines 22 thereafter in Remarks section). 

In view of Applicant's argument, and careful review of claim 1, it is the Examiner's view 
15 that the Harari patent discloses the subject matter disclosed in instant application. The claim 1 
recites an "assembly", and dependent claim 3 does not clearly indicate which part of the 
. assembly where the flash memory resides. In view of the above, the Harari patent meets the 
assembly recited in claim 1 and the subject matter further defined in dependent claims. 

The amended claims and remarks describing these elements have been given careful 
20 consideration, but they are not persuasive. Accordingly, the Examiner has made this Office 
Action final.
